If the {ii;::intic spirit of a 
Newton has lr»)dih'ii ov<>r evciy lie)d of 
ether, anu has taken such mi^li!y strides 
nmoitiiPl plnneis and stars, r.s to leave the 
folidiiy of noiu^ of them untried by his 
p\cp ; if he has distanced each of them by 
the li;Ld>tuii'ii sprnl of his thoughts ; if he 
has n('ji'sted all their wei^dits by the hal- 
i,n<'e of iutellfttial pow er; anti if ho has 
rend iu the hcaveuf! all their invariable 
inyptcrimis laws, lie, with his fellows, has 
alone llie {’lory t)f permiuini^ the mind to 
traverse its home, of holdin'j- convor?e 
with other worlds, of haviuii lie:rd ilie 
fo'rmn anilicm of the splieres, and of 
haviu'T seen the niacliitu-ry ol‘ the Al­ 
mighty’s handiwork moviiifron in all its 
awful irrandeur and sub!iini:y, and has 
left bul liiile for llic asironnmer of the 
present or any future ajje to accomplish. 
13ut, thanks to (¡t)d for the immensi'.y of 
his works ' ihere are planets that, unno­ 
ticed, have rolled on iu primeval beauty 
since crcation *, there are stars whose rays 
have not yet beamed upon tlieeye; there 
arc bright lijfhlsof heaven which tciesco- 
)ic power has not yet disclosed ; and we 
umw that there are sysicms which wheel 
their courses beyond these visi!)!e suns, 
which may yield the triumph of discov­ 
ery to other enterprisin;r spirits. 
If 15a- 
eon, and liocke, and n host of o'hers, have 
philoeophized about the soid, and have 
dealt with “ thiniis immortal,” until they 
have made the inward man almost a*s 
plain as medical men ha\ e the outer, they 
monopolize the name of mental pluhiso. 
phers, and have obviated the necessity f>f 
successors. 
Uut well we know, that, al­ 
though the mind of man may be eternally, 
railÉ[|U|^' the same, it has, in the prorrress 
of mKe, it^moiüücations and its circum­ 
stantial chanjres. * We are convinced that 
it ¡8 operated on hy cj;!,rrua| causes, and, 
these causes pcrplflp^íy varying-, that 
their eflects are also niVersified, and that, 
although a few general timc-testrd theo­ 
ries concerning its action, its nature, and 
principles, may hold good while man ex­ 
ists, he may hereafter be placed under 
some unlooked-for, powerftdly excitinir 
cause, under the workings of some uir* 
precedenied, and never-beiore-oilered mo­ 
tive, which may call into service more la­ 
tent. or as yet bul partially developed en­ 
ergy, and present to view entirely difTe- 
rent features of mental constitutiun. 
If 
Addison and Johnson have cultivated the 
only flowers of literature, that will bloom 
in amaranthine beauty, in every clime 
where man will cultívate the intdlect, 


they have rendered the endeavors of those 
fruiUess, who linger in the rosy bowers 
of sentiment, with the hope of plucking 
some neglccied bud. 
But, although these 
men had the discrimination to pcrceive, 
nnd the wisdom to appropriate to them­ 
selves the choicest beauties that the sun 
of science then nourished, yet the soft­ 
ness of the spring, and the warmth of the 
summer ihet/ enjoycil, may produce and 
bring to perfection for the intellectual flo­ 
rist, again, some lovely specimens of his 
art. 
If Shakspearc, Byron, and others, 
have left noihing unsung, the sweetest 
voices that ore now, or may hereafter he, 
attuned to the soft breathings of poetic 
harmony, may be hushed for lack of 
themes ; and the harps that arc now, or 
will be struck, be silent, until the gale of 
time shall eeasc to bear over the earth, 
the lender, melodious murmurings of 
their’s, that hang high amidst the green 
boughs of the tree of immortality. 
But 
there are notes yet untried ; and it may 
yet remain for some master-hand to strike 
an untouched key of feeling, whose vi- 
hraliotis through the soul will cause an 
ecstasy of pleasure, yet unknown. 


The iiitcllectual. as well as the physi­ 
cal world, has its alterations ; and it is ei­ 
ther progrcssinff through every change 
towards the perfection of a future state, 
or is reverting to pristine simplicity, if 
not rudeness. 
Man’s mind can never 
have a stationary existence. 
.Tudging 
from “ the signs of the times,” it appears 
to be making rapid advances ; and altho*. 
Ds we have before said, men have saiJ, 
written, and done mtich, anti are still wri­ 
ting, saying, and doing much for the wel­ 
fare of literature, yet the velocity of its 
movements demands increased exertion, 
and the many beauties it has developed, 
have only appeared to show us that oth­ 
ers lie concealed. 
God has never made 
an useless being, to be the drone of this, 
or any other ace ; and if he has endowed 
every one with an immortal, reasoning 
spirit, he has also conferred upon each 
the power of action, 
lie has set no lim­ 
its to its operations, and therefore it is not 
for any one to judge of the issues of its 
eflort.s ; and as “ cxcrcisc is strength,” ev- 
cry where— in proportion to ihe use made 
of its power, will be the increase of its 
ff>rce. 
W e know that there now live 
men of talents, men who possess as just 
conceptions of things, and whoso idea« 
arc as orif^inal, and as correct, as those of 
any intlividuals that have ever lived— 
men who iiave knowledge of the move- 
meuls of the heavenly bodies, and may, 
with regard to them, have thoughts of 
their own. which might ftirm the bases of 
very just theories. 
There arc those who 
are not unacquainted with t'le construc- 
lion of their own mimls, and may, from 
some peculiar adaptations of them to sur­ 
rounding circumstances, form 
original 
tjotions concerning the application of a 
partictdar power. 
Men now exist, who 
can dress their thoughts in all the varied 
loveliness of language. 
There are tliose 
who visit Parnussus’ top; and who have 
fell a tender How of feeling, which they 
know c(unc3 not from the mind's contact 
with c o 'kI mnltcrs of fad and reality.— 
Hards have ascended, and are now on the 
green hills of poesy, forniinfj ehaplets for 
ihcmselves, wliose viitdity ntul freshness, 
many heats, chills, and tcnipcsts of linte 
wiil leave uninjured and unblighied. 


And may 
not have thoughts pecu­ 
liar to ourselves, which by due improve­ 
ment, and by bei:ig brought to bear upon 
the feelings of the times, may, in some 
humble measure, prove useful not only U\ 
(uirsclvc:^ but to others. 
'I'lie least spark 
of the “ immortal fire.” should he care- 
fe.lly fanueil and fuelled, and we think 
ihat no one who properly attend-,- to it,

fearlessly to the country. 
If you fail lo 
please her, do not the less serve her, for 
she is not iho less ) our country. 
Never 
puUrr the people, leave that to those who 
mean lo betray them. 
Remember thal 
ihe man who gave the most luxurious 
entertainmenla 
to the Roman people, 
was the same who immediately after des­ 
troyed their freedom. 
'I’hal was Julius 
!i!;5ar. 
Remember that the most bloody 
tyrant of our age was tho meanest in his 
courtship to the mob, and scarcely ever 
poke without invoking for his atrocities 
what be called “ //jc poor people.'* 
That 
m an itms Jiobc.Hpierre. Never lei any ac­ 
tion of your life bo influenced by the de­ 
sire of obtaining popular favor al the ex­ 
penso of your own sincere and manly 
convictions. 
No favor from any sove­ 
reign— a singlo individual, or ihirleen 
millions, can console you for the loss of 
yonr own esteem. 
If they are oilonded,

'I'he splendid display in the heavens, 
which was witnessed on 'I’uesday night, 
isilescribcd in the Nev/ Haven Herald, 
as follows, presumed by Professor Olm­ 
sted, who «)ceasionally favors the public 
with his useful observations. 


Jhtroral Phcnonn'non.— Last night, 
our northern hemisphere was adorned 
w’ilh a display of auroral lights, remarka­ 
bly grand and diversified. 
It was tirst 
observed at fifteen minutes befure 7 o’­ 
clock, (mean lime) when an illumination 
oftho whole northern sky, resembling the 
l)reak of day, was discernible through 
tho openings in the clouds. 
About 18 
degrees east of north, was a broad column 
of shining vapor tinged with crimson, 
which appeared and disappeared al inter­ 
vals. 
A westerly wind moved olf the 
clouds, rendering the sky nearly clear 
by 8 o’clock, wiicn two broad whito col­ 
umns which had for some timo been 
gathering between the stars Aquila and 


rated from the southern by this zone, 
was thrown inlo striking conlrast with 
the latter, which appeared of a dark slate 
color, as though ihe stars were shining 
ihrough a stratum of black clouds. 
'I’he 
zone moved slowly to the south until a- 
bout nine o’clock, when il had reached 
the brig^jl star in the Eagle in the west, 
and extended a little south of the constel- 
lutinn Ariea in the east. 


From this time, it began to recede 
northward, at a nearly uniform rale, until 
20 miimies before 11, when a vast num­ 
ber of columns, white and crimson, be­ 
gan to shoot up, simultaneously, from all 
parts of the northern hemisphere, direct­ 
ing their course towards a point a few de- 
gr«es south and east of the zenith, around 
which they arranged themselves as arounti 
a common focus, 
'i’he position of this 
point was between the Pleiades and Al­ 
pha Arietis, and south of the Bee, having 
a right asceujiion of 42 deg. and a decli- 


m agnetic 


rigiil 


nation of 24 deg. as nearly as could be de- 
teriTiined without the aid of instruments ; 
but this comes so near lo the pole of the 
dipping needle and to the magnetic me 
ridian, that we need nol hesitate to con 
elude that, agreeably to whal has been 
observed of similar phenomena before, 
the columns arranged themselves exactly 
in obedience to the laws of terrestrial mag­ 
netism. 


Soon after 11 o’ clock, commenced ! 
striking display of those undulatory flash 
es, denominated in the Northern regions. 
M erry Dancers. 
'I'hey consist of thin 
waves or sheets of light, coursing each 
other with immense speed. 
Those uii* 
dulalions which play upon the surface ol 
field of rye, when gently agitated by 
the wind, may give to the reader a feint 
idea of ihese auroral waves. 
One of 
these crimson columns, the most dense 
and beautiful of all, as it ascended towards 
ihe common focus, (the vanishing point 
of perspective for parallel lines,) cro.ssed 
the planet Jupiter, then at an attitude of 
30 degrees. 
T he appearance was pecu 
liarly interesting, as the planet shone 
through the crimson cloud, with ils splen 
dor apparently augmented rather than di 
min ished. 


A few shooting stars were seen al in 
tervals, some of which were above the 
ordinary magnitude and brightness. 
One 
that came from belvveen the fcet of the 
Great Bear,at 8 minutes after one o’clock 
and fell apparently near to the earlh, ex 
hibiled a very while and dazzling light 
and, as il exploded, scaltered shining 
fragments, very much after the manner of 
a sky rocket. 


As early as 7 o’clock, the 
needle began to show unusual agitation 
and il has been since carefully observed 
by Mr. Loomis. 
Near 11 o’clock, when 
the streamers were rising, and ihe coro 
na forming, the disturbance of tho needle 
was very remarkable, causing a motion 
of 1 deg. 5 sec. in 5 minutes lime. 
'I’his 
disturbance continued until 10 o’clock 
ihis morning, ihe needle having traversed 
an entire range of 1 degree and 40 min­ 
utes, while its ordinary diurnal reflection 
is not more than 4 minutes. 


'i'he thermometer at 11 o’clock, was 
33 degrees ; il shortly full lo 31, and re­ 
mained nearly at this point during the 
rest of the night— a degree of cold con­ 
siderably below that of the few preceding 
nights. 
T he ground this morning was 
covered wiih a copious while frost indi­ 
cating an unusual deposition of watery 
vapor. 


At about 3 o’clock the sky grew clou­ 
dy, and the moon rising shortly after­ 
wards, farther observations were prevent­ 
ed ; but the continued disturbance of the 
magnetic needle would induce the belief, 
that the aurora continued throughlhe night, 
and even to a late hour this morning.

France.— T he New- 
York 'I'imes of Monday, holds the fol- 
owing language with reference to the 
message: 


W ho can anticipate what the Presi­

alions as to the tone of the message, or 
the disposition which is to prompt il— 
whether il will be pacific or the reverse. 
The President wiil do whal public inte­ 
rest and national character requires, willi- 
out bias irom feeling, for that does not 
exist ; and there can be no more doubt 
of his earnest wish ihat events may ena­ 
ble him lo present a favorable report of 
our Frcnch relations, than thal he will 
do his duly, whatever thal may be.— 
'Fhe nature of the message will depend 
entirely upon advices to be received from 
France, and we think we have good 
grounds for expecting intelligence thal 
will give the question a decided charac­ 
ter, one way or other, 
'i’he packet of 
the 24ih October, or of the 1st inst. we 
think, will bring advices, either that 
France has done us justice, or finally re­ 
fused it. 
In either case, the course of 
this country will be clear, and the quid 
nimcs may as well cease lo discuss the 
President’s dispositions, and, if they want 
something to guess about, take up ihe 
question of the decision by France That 
is, in truth, the only important one ; that 
decision will give the tone to the mes 
sage.”

ple by ihe following experiment: he took 
two slips of printed cotton, q yard long, 
and on ligluing one of them at the lower 
end, holding it perpendicular it was con­ 
sumed to a cinder in a fifth of a minute, 
and the volume of flame was so great as 
to rise two feet. 
He then lighted an Ex­ 
actly similar piece of cotton and laid it 
horizntitally on a pair of tongs, so as to 
he hollow, and in this situation it was five 
minutes burning; and the flames al no one 
lime ascended an inch in height and might 
have been extinguished by the thumb or 
finger. 
'I’his plain and easy experiment 
ought to he read in tho presence of the 
females of every family.— B os. A dv.

A Foundling case, embracing inci­ 
dents rather out of the usual routine of 
such allairs, oame to ¡is denouement 
last week, the history of which is worth 
briefly relating. 
In tho fall of 1833, a 


young woman named ---------- Francis, 
formerly of Newark, N. J. but al the 
lime filling the situation of chambermaid 
in a respectable family in Dey street, ac­ 
cidentally formed an acquaintance with a 
young genUeman from New Haven, of 
wealthy and respectable parentage, who 
was residing temporarily in this city. 
Their acquaintance together flourished 
and became of a very intimate character 
— so much so that in the following fall 
Miss Francis found herself in a situation 
nol much to be envied by females remain­ 
ing without the pale of matrimony. 
In 
December of last year she became the 
mother of a fine infant ; and a few days 
after its birth she was called upon by the 
father of the child who staled lo her thal 
it was out of his power to maintain her 
and ihcir offspring in a proper manner, 
and that he had succeeded in finding 
woman who would take the child 
in 
charge, nurse it, and bestow upon it eve­ 
ry possible care, for a very trilling com ­ 
pensation. 
T he unfortunate girl felt 
great reluctance to part with her little in 
fant, but yielding to necessity, she con 
sented to get the child and its clothing in 
readiness to remove to its new nurse on 
the following evening. 


Agreeably lo arrangement Ihe young 
father called at the appointed lime, and 
received his child from the arms of its 
mother, who relinquished it to him with 
many tears and entreaties that il should 
be jtenderly treated, little expecting the 
inhuman design of its father, or that she 
looked upon it for the last time. 
T he 
father separated with the child in his 
arms, and a very good supply of neat 
and appropriate clothing for it in a bask 
et. 
Willi these he immediately pro 
ceeded lo the house of Doctor Beebe, 
with whose family he was acquainted in 
Greenwich street, on whoso stoop he de 
posited his burthen, 
and ringing the 
door bell w'lth much violence fled and 
deserted his charge to the humanity of 
the Doctor’s family. 
Tho noise of the 
bell soon brought some of the inmates to 
the door, and the little foundling was ta­ 
ken in and treated by Mrs. B. with the 
utmost lenderness till morning, when it 
was removed to the almshouse. 
On an 
inspection of the child’s clothing, a note 
was found appended to its cloak, to tho 
cfleci that iCthis infant ivas received and 
taken care of by Doctor B. another “ of 
the same m ake” should be presented to 
them in the same manner, in a year’s 
time.— Mrs. B. being already blessed 
with a numerous ofl'Mpringof her own. 
the youngest o( which was still at her 
breast, and required all her care, did not 
feel at liberty lo fulfll the stipulation upon 
which ihe promised present was to be s(i- 
curcd, and the liillc visitor was disposed 
of as abovo staled. 
T he child did not 
survive its removal to the alms house 
more than a week, and died without any 
clue to its parentage having been ohtuiued 
or the knowledge of its destination be­ 
coming known lo its mother. 


In this state of mystery the aflair re­ 
mained till the early part of last week, 
when the mother of the child, M i s s Fran­ 
cis, learned for the first tinje thal on the 
same evening she ))arled with her infant 
to its father a child had been des(;ited :ii 
the place and under the circunistaiifes a- 
bove related ; and on inquiring at Mr. 
Beebe’s she obtained some description of 
the foundling and its clothing, and infur- 
matibn of its after disposal and di'aih. 
She then vi.siied the alms-house, accom­ 
panied by the nurse who attemlod her 
during her confinement, and on exouiiiia- 
tion of the deceased child’s clothing, 
which still remained at that CHia!)li-h- 
ment, aficerlaincd the fact that they were 
those of her own infant. 
'I’hese fact.s 
she coinmnnicated lo her friends, and 
Mrs. Beebe, we are informed, addressed 
a note to the father, severely upljraidint; 
him for his sediunion and cruel desertion 
of the unfortunate girl, and his still ni(jre 
base desertion of his oflVpring. 
To tin» 
he returned a very impertinent and un­ 
feeling reply ; and either for fear of t!ie 
legalconRctiuenees to which liis abandon­ 
ment of ihe infant sulijected him, or to a- 
void the exposure amongst his RC(iuu!n- 
lances which threatened and which he 
richly deserved, he left the city with all 
convenient despatch, and il is cuppohed, 
returned to his parental home al New Ha­ 
ven.— iV. J'. Paper.

T ho description, from Silliman’s Jour­ 
nal, of the nature and formation of CO A L 
will probably be new to many : 


“ 'I’he immense lx*ds of bituminous 
coal found in the valley of the Ohio, fill 
tho mind with wonder and surprise, as it 
reflects on the vast forests of arboresccnt 
and sandstone, until tho whole series had 
accumulaled plants requircil in ibcir for­ 
mation. 
Age 
after 
age, successive 
growths of plants, springing up in the 
same region, 
were entombed bcnaath 
thick strata of shale lo a depth of more 
than a thousand feet; while beneath the 
whole lay the bed of an ocean floured 
with fossil salt. 
Indications of coal are 
tound at intervals, across the great valley, 
from tho Alleghany lo the Uocky moun­ 
tains. 
Il is found near the surface in 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri, and without doubt, may be 
found beneath ihe extensive tertiary de­ 
posits, which form the substratum of the 
great prairies in the central and northern 
parts of the western states. 
As low 
down as New Madrid on tho Mississippi, 
coal was thrown np from beneath the bed^ 
of tho river, by the great earthquake of 
1812— 1\ sulUcienl proof of its continua­ 
tion in the most depressed pari of tho 
great valley. 


T h at coal is cf vegetable origin, none 
who has read much on the stibject. or 
personally examined the coal bed, will 
now deny. 
'I’ime was, when il was con­ 
sidered a peculiar mineral product, form­ 
ed in the earlh in the same manner and 
at tho ramc time with the rocks that sur­ 
round il. 
’¡’he produce of its chemical 
analysis, being altogeiher vegetable, and 
the artificial formationof coal from wood, 
by Sir James Hall, have silenced all 
doubts on the subject. 
The only myste­ 
ry now is, how such vast quanliiies of 
vegetable mailer could bo accumulated 
and grow on iho spot where they were 
buried. 
That they grow in general, on 
the surface now occupied by the coal, 
appears certain from the perfetH slate in 
which the mosl delicate leaves and stems 
are preserved. 
Had they been transport­ 
ed by currents of water, and especi-dly 
from any distance, it is hardly possible 
that they should not have received more 
damage. 
T he climate al that period 
must have been both more warm and 
more humid than at present, as many of 
the plants are of dmse familiei which 
now grow only in tropical climates ; and 
as the laws of nature never change, this 
may be deemed a correct inference.

striking display of those undulutory Hash- 
es, denominated in ihe Northern regions, 
Merry Dancers.

The appearance was pecu- 


liarly interesting, as the planet shone 
through the crimson cloud, with its splen- 
dor apparently augmented rather than di- 
min ished. 


A few shooting slars were seen at in- 


tervals, some of which were above ihe 
ordinary magnitude and brightness. 
One 


that came from between the feet of the 
Great Bear,at 8 minutes after one o'clock, 
and fell apparently near to the earth, ex- 
hibited a very while and dazzling light ; 
and, as it exploded, scattered "shining 
fragments, very much after the manner of 
a sky rocket. 


As early as 7 o'clock, the magnetic 


needlebegan to show unusual agitation, 
and it has been since carefully Observed 
by Mr. Loomis. 
Near 11 o'clock, when 


the streamers were rising, and the coro- 
na forming, the disturbance of the needle 
was very remarkable, causing a motion 
of 1 deg. 5 sec. in 5 minutes time. 
This 


disturbance continued until 10 o'clock 
this morning, the needle havinf traversed 
O 
O 


an entire range of 1 degree and 40 min- 
utes, while its ordinary diurnal reflection 
is not more than 4 minutes. 


The thermometer at 11 o'clock, was 


33 degrees; it shortly fell to 31, and re- 
mained nearly at this point during the 
rest of the night—a degree of cold con- 
siderably below that of the few preceding 
nights. 
The ground this morning was 


covered with a copious while frost indi- 
cating an unusual deposition of waterv 
vapor. 


At about 3 o'clock the sky grew clou- 


dy, and the moon rising- shortly after- 
wards, farther observations were prevent- 
ed ; but the continued disturbance of the 
magnetic needle would induce the belief, 
lhat the aurora con tinuedthrourrhtheni^ht,
